iTan Messoge of H. BE. Governor Des 


Vieux in connection with the Estimates 
for 1889, read before the Council yes- 
terday and published in our last night's 
issue, contains much that wi'l prove of 
the greatest interest to oll wellwishers 
of the Colony. Tt deals chiefly with 
the financial aspect of affairs, und His 
Excellency promises to give us another 
messayre, denlins with the events of the 
past, the present, and the future. ‘This 
form of cummunication is evidently the 
one which commends itself most to the 
disposition of Sir William Des Veox ; 
and certuinly the community have no 
canse to complain that such is the ense. 
The Governor perhaps writes with 
greater facility than he speaks, and 
bis Messages and Minutes general- 
ly convey valuable information and 
opinions on yublic questions. It may 
be snid that the Message just deli- 
vered gives 9 somewhat rose-coloured 
view of the present financial position 
the Colony. In the ordinary 
Hevenue, as estimated for the coming 
year, the only substantial increase is 
in the Opium Monopoly Feo, which ac- 
counts for $245,000 of the difference 
between the years’ totuls;. while the 
$45,000 fur the Gap Rock Lighthouse 
complotes the difference between the 
estimate for the present year and that 
for 1889, viz. roughly $300,000, 
Every resident will be pleased to find 
that, with the aid of the Loan issued 
some time ago, the finances of the 
Colony are ina better condition than 
they were, and that they buve attained 
to a more healthy tono owing to the 
general prosperity of the Colony. It is 
quite another thing, however, to boild 
an immense superstructure upon the 
recent advance in the price of land and 
house-property, because these tests have 
too freyiently been found to be any- 
thing bat reliable. No one who knows 
ean have the least objection to the 
Governor demonstrating, by a reference 
to the value uf Crown lands in this 
Colony, and by calling upon investors 
to, consider, the . magnificent public 
works that have been constructed out of 
income, that the Government, of | Hong: 
kong is one.of the safest borrowers in 
the universe. ‘That is a ‘statement of 
fact which goes without saying. What 
we would have liked to sce-less stress 
laid upon is, the apparent. bound ahead 
ju our ordinary revenue. As the alleg- 
ed increase is accounted for almest 
entirely by the better license fee obtain-, 
ed from the Opium Farmer, this flourish 
of trumpets is calculated to produce. a} 
mistaken impression. Tt woull be 
neither honest vor straightforward to 
endeavour to explain away a manifest 
all-round improvement of our revenue, in 
view of the possibility that further de- 
ands upou us were expected trom the 
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Home Government ; but it does seem 
somewhat misplaced ‘puffery’ to make so 
much of an increase in one special item, 
vhen the other items of revenue remain 
Leatly the'same. His Excellency and the 
Colony generally are to. the congratulat- 
fad upet tie fact ‘that a- redyction bag 
heen promisew 22 the'assessed rates, be» 
sause these have for"sszetal years past 
heen admitted'y far too bigh, .. While 
remarking upon this acceptable return 
to more reasonable rates Excellency 
used the following words :—' The Go- 
vernor bad-hoped to be able to propowe 


few months, ond which be well then ba 
able to-explain, he is unable to de 90 at 
present lest he should. thereby repeat 
‘the mistake of some yeara ago by taking 
astep which may. shortly have to bo 
retraced, Tho reduction actually pro- 
posed however is a substantial rie, 
and it is hepod that is may prove 
practicable to make a further re- 
duction ot no very distant date,’ 
If this refers to a desire or intention on 
the part of the Home Government to 
mako further charge upon this Colony 
for military expenditure, it must be 
generally admitted that such a demand 
could not be contemplated at a more in- 
opportune moment. It may be argued 
that, if we are to be blessed with an 
additional Regiment to that which 
hitherto has formed the. Garriaon, and 
with additioaal. Artillery Batteries and 
Companies of Engincors, o slight-ad- 
dition to the present Military Contribu- 
tion might ba reasonably requested. 
The sum at present puid annually by 
the Colony, however, tokon togather: 
with the large amounts levied upon the 
Colonia! Exchequer for forts, fairly re- 
preseats our Colonial share of contribu- 
tion towards the defence of the Island. 
It must not he forgotten ' that this is an 
Imperial coating station of the greatest 
importance to the Tmperial Govern- 
ment, and that as such it is peculiarly 
the interest of the Home authorities to 
protect and hold it. Certainly, it would 
be eminently inappropriate to call apen 
this Colony to pay more for military 
defonce while the contract entered into 
concerning the forts and armaments is 
stilln Jong way from fulfilment. Go- 
vernor Des Vovux deserves credit for the 
manner in which he seems to bave for- 
warded the negotiations necessary to 
secure the extension of the Praya in 
tront of the War Office and Admiralty 
property; and le is fairly justified in 
basing hopes of great results being 
brought about by this much-desired 
improvement. His project. of plac- 
ing the new Supreme Court, Post 
Olice, and Registrar General’s Office 
on this new site would set. free o 
central piece of ground of very con- 
siderable value; aud although thesa 
projects are still very much in air, they 
are now petting nearer to realities than 
they were before the advent of the 
present Governor. It would have bean 
more satisfactory to the community had 
His Excellency been mora explicit than 
he was in his reference to the Reclama- 
tion scheme in front of the present 
Praya, . Ha merely sets down as an ex- 
traordioary public work the Govern- 
ment: portion of that Reclamation at 
8365,000, and be says nothing which 
would guide the public as to whether 
this large scheme is being considered 
by the Sccretary of Stute or not, or 
whether the Government hus decided 
to adopt the unly fair course, that of 
carrying it out on betiulf of the public. 
Siz Wm. Des Veenx remarks upon the 
desirability of making loans ‘for the éx- 
ecution of remunerative public works 
have our unquulitied approval, as wa 
have repentediy stated, tis endeavour 
to rnise the credit of the Colony 1s alee 
most praiseworthy in intention, al- 
though sume of lis observations relat- 
ing to land ond its value will not 
commend themselves as the most potent 
arguments in favour of a low interest. 
We do not agree with His Excellency 
that investors are so ignorant of Hong- 
kong as he deems them to be; but it 
cando no harm to let it be officially 
known that this Island, ander its 
present tulers, is good and substantial 
interest for money Jent, wad that, if we 
require u {ew million dollars, we ave of 
opinion that we ought to pet it for say: 
34 per cent. Nothing is mentioned 
as to the repayment of the last Loan ; 
but in spite of that, omission, the Go- 
vernor goes on to state thet there may 
be no. necessity to borrow at. all, the 
“Jarge surplus’ of which he speaks be- 
ing regatded ug probably suthcioat for 
all requirements. We sincerely trust 
that this will be sv, although, unless the 
Colony pockets the profit anticipated 
from the Praya Reclamation scheme, it 
is difkcult to see how such a course can be 
avoided. Even ifthe Gaol be lett out 
altogether—and it will rejoice the hearts 
of residents to read the Governor's views 
as to short and sharp punishments and 
banishment—there are public works to 
the extent ofsay $1,600,000 already pro~ 
jected. Uf/the fairly prosperous con- 
dition of Hongkong continues, sad 
the Recluination of the foreshore is 
properly manoged, these works might 
be carried out in the course of 
years without any very large loan 
being required; but it is doubtful. 
His Excelleney bas very corrcetly 
interpreted the position of this Colony 
and its trade in his observations on 
the light dues questien, bat we must 
withbold further remarks upon this 
matter for the present. 


THE SEPARATE SYSTLM OF 
DRAINAGE, 


We give in another colunfi the lst uf 
Extraordinary Public Works referred to 
in bis Excalleney’s address, none of which, 
he says, can be commenced too soon, 
‘There are sevoral items in the list to which 
wo intend to refer, but in the meantime 
we would cunfino our attention to the ‘one 
destribed 2s the ‘Separate system of 
drainaye, for which tho nice sum of 
$303,000 will be required. . This is one of 
the largest items of expenditure that has 
been put in any Snancial statement since 
the Tytam Water Works scheme waa 
launched, One would have: thought thare- 
forethsta conaiderablepartofthe Governor's 
address would have -baon taken up with 
the datuils and explanation of this scheme, 
andthat he would kaye recommended it to 
the careful consideration of his Cuancil, 
soliciting their opinion aa representatives 
of the Colony before taking. any decisive 
steps inthe matter. Quite the reverse 
wag tho policy. adopted. His Hx- 
cellency dismisses the subject in ten lines, 
says tho Surveyor Gonoral and his 


a still Jarger reduction of this tex; but 
owing td an uncertainty which will proe 
jbably oome to anend in the course of a 


& 


fastotum, the Sauitary Surveyor, have 
convinced. him, although not an export, 


Of tho timeossity of the work, and that he 
has come to the conclusion the Govornment 
‘would assume & very. grave responsibility 
if it foiled to make tho curlicst practicable 
commichsement of the werka proposed,’ 
Not s word about what the residents of the 
Colony may think about the scheme, Mr 
Prico hus talked over thé Governor, and if 
he ean get somo professional authoritiog in 
England, who may know nothing about the 
peculiar circumstances of tho town, to sano- 
tion his plaus, thoy will be carried out, and 
all that tho residunta have to do is to pay’ 
the monoy and ehut thoir mouths. Those 
who remember the thorough way in -which 
aschome’ of similar magnitude, the Tytam 
Water Works, won discussed in tho Colony 
and how thoroughly the pros aud cong were 
thrashed aut and alternative echomes waigh- 
ed before active steps were taken, will at 
once recogniso the groat chango for tho 
woraa in tho style of government. In 
the presont cago little or no infor 
mation is given to the Qolony of what 
is being dono; not until Mr Francis 
in tho Sanitary Boart had almost got 
weary repeating that the Board wero in 
utter ignorance of what was boing done or 
to be done with regard to the drninago of’ 
Hongkong, and wo had referred times and 
ways without number to the steps that were 
boing secretly takon to enforce the now ays- 
tem without any roferonce whatever te the 
Golony, was any report on this now separate 
system produced, And when a roport did 
ace the light of day it turned out to bes 
taiserable production that only doalt with 
the fringe ofthe question. Nou details 
whatever waro given as to the state of the 
drainsge system actually in existence at the 
present moment. Mera genoralitics were 
dealt with. It was sndeavoursd to ba 
shown that theorotically Hongkong was 
batter adapted tv this system -than. seyers] 
towns that had adopted it at Home 
Nothing was ssid about the coat to the 
Colony or as to what oxpenso would fall on 
residents who had to reconnect with the 
new sewers that would havo to be laid 
along all the streets, Evo now all thnt 
wo ato told is that it is to cost a certain 
lump aum, and that if certain authoritios 
at Home are got to say ‘it is well,’ tho 
Colony will be asked to open its purso. 
Whether the $303,000 includes tha exponsp 
of connecting private draina or not, we do 
not know. We fear it does not. In the 
face of the fact that a gentleman in this 
Colony who knows more about sanitation 
thau Mr Cooper and Mr Price combined 
said that tho separate system was entirely 
unsuited for thia Colony, we should have 
thought that the Governor would not 
have been content with hearing ono side 
of the question, but would have asked 
for the opinion of others besides hia 
two oflicials, before thinking of sonding the 
mattor Home, and would liave insisted on 
a detailed statement us to how the present 
system was capable of modification and 
adaptation te meet the needs of tha in- 
creasing populatiun, With the two state- 
meats. before thom the Colony and the 
Government would be able te deal with the 
matter in a thorough mannor, and if @ mis- 
‘take was made there would be the cousola- 
tion it was not made through want of 
deliberation and care, In discussing this 
matter it must mot be forgotten that 
if the prosent drainazy system is 0 
utterly defective, as ia said, the Surveyor 
General in in a large moasuro respon _ 
sible for the alleged sorrowfal condition 
of things. It may be that the reason 
why such secrecy has beon observed 
and why an attempt is being mada to fois 

the scheme on the Colony without disoas- 
sion is that the Surveyor Genoral fears a 
public enquiry into the ‘result of the large 
drainoge ‘works that have been going on 


during receut years, and which apparently 


are aow more or lessa failure. Whether 
thia is ao or not, we trust the unofficial 
meuibers will inaist on obtaining ample 
details before sanctioning the expenditure 
of more than a third of a million dollars ou 
a newayatom of drainage, with tho probabi- 
lity of residents having personally to pay 
as much again, We hope thoy will also in- 
sist upon learaing whethor it is actually a 
fact, as was publicly stated, that. Mr Prico 
began months ago to introduce this sepa- 
rate ayatem ond attempted to coerce archi- 
tects and contractora into carrying it out,

THE case of opium smuggling -againat the 
mastor of a Chinese passage boat and ono of 
his fokis waa again before Mr Wodehouse in 
tho Police Court to-day. Mr Spooner said ho 
had inspected the junk inquestion, which isa 
three-masted , passenger junk, and eaw the 
plaeo whore the opium was found. It. was 
dowa below, where the passengers “sleep 
and underneath a passenger’s bunk. Ttap. 
peared to him to have been placed there by 
He did not think it was a 
cage in which the master should be proso- 
cuted. His Worship then discharged’ tha 
prisoners and ordered the 60 tacls of opium 
to be forfeited. 


Ar tho instance of Inspector Mathieson, 
two meu belonging to the Chincse Revente 
erniser Yi Mun were brought up in the Po- 
lice Court to-day, charged with having un- 
lawfully taken possession of a junk in Bri- 
tish waters. Tt is alleged that the junk in 
question, o large fishing vessel, was lying 
off te Cosmopolitan Dock, Kowloon, when 
it was acized by the defendants, who were 
proceeding to take ‘it to Mong-kok-teui, 
The defondante, wa understand, dony that 
the junk was in British waters when seized, 
and state that the seizuro was made by the 
order of tha mandarin in chargo of tho 
eruiser. The caso was romanded. 

Mr James H. Cox, No. 2 West Villas, 
Castle Road, was the victim this morning 
of one of the most impudent cases of rob 
bery. that we have heard of for a consider- 
able length of time. Mr Cox was awakened 
about & quarter past ono by his wife, who 
told him that a thief had: just gone out of 
his bed-room with bis gold hunting watch, 
chain and locket. Although he loat no titho 
in following tho thief Mx Oox was too Late 
to-get-hold of him, the mah having mada 
hia way through o bathroom on to the ver= 
andah, from which itia believed he alipped 
down inte the garden of the adjoining house. 
Evidently tho thief must have secroted him- 
self in the bedroom early in the ovening, 
as before going to bed Mr Cox had soon that 
all the doora were Jocked, In. addition to 
the property mentioned a bundle of keys 
wos carried off, Mr Cox, who has been two 
or threo times similarly robbed, loses on 
this occasion proporty of the value of about 
$200, . “ 


Tue Japsaneso cruising equadron arrived at, 
Maidzaru, a port in the province of Tango, 
from.

THE DRAINAGE BY-LAWS. 

Thero was aibmitted for tho considera- 
tien of the Board the modified draft 
of proposed drainage by-laws prepared 
hy Meaars Price, Ede und Humpheoyn. 
Tho meinbors of the Committeo roferting ta 
their work reported as follawe:—' The Cuin- 
mitteo find that the alternative By-Lawa 
which were prepared by Mr Francis contain 
noarly the whole of the provisions of the 
Committee's original Draft, and these pro- 
visions are therefore reprodiced with the 
difference that tho abject ia now divided 
under two separate headings, tho first ro- 
lating to construction of proposed naw 
house-draing, and the second dealing with 
the improvement or tho reconstruction, as 
the ease muy be, of old or cxistiag drains 
found defective or insanitary. Thuse por- 
tions of the altornative Draft prepared by 
Mr Francia which were found to bu mere 
repetitions of the text of tho Ordinnnca 
have not been incorporated in the present 
By-Laws, as the Committes do not con- 
sider such repotition necessary, and other 
provisions of minor or subordinate import- 
ance have also been omitted for the same 
reason.” 

On the motion of Captain Deane the 
Bourd went'into Committee to cunsider the 
draft. 

Mr Francis observed that in the pream- 
ble the by-lawa were stated lo be made for 
‘the propo! construction of new house 
draing in private premises, and for the re- 
construction or improvement under the pro- 
visions of section 50 (of. Ordinance 24 of 
1887) of old or existing house-drains found 
to bo in a defective or insunitary condition.’ 
Heo thought the description of the by- 
Jaws givon here was ambiguous, and 
remarked that the same objection existed 
with reference tu the first portion of 
the draft itself, The commmittee seemed 
to have framed the by-lawe so that they 
night if they thought tit apply them to old 
or existing buildings. Tho law was cloar 
on that point, and he saw no reason why 
thera should be any ambiyuily about the 
by-lnwa, It seemed to him that the thing 
coulil be clearly and plainly expressed, and 
unlese the ubject in view was doubtful thara 
wat no reason for using ambiguons words, 
The by-laws were made by the Board for 
the construction of drains in or in conaec- 
tion with new buildings and for the 
reconstruction of drains in ald or existing 
buildings. His friend on his right (the 
Surveyor General) had been endeavouring 
to oxplain to him that if a man wishod to 
construct new draing in an old house he 
should como under those by-lawa, which 
ought to refer only to vew buildings, but 
this would really come under the by-laws 
relating to the reconstruction of old drains, 
He therefore objected to the wording as 
being ambiguus, 

The Surveyor Gonoral said that if the 
question was simply raised on the. preamble 
it might bo collowed to stand over, 
Francis might find on going into the by-

Dr Allon continuing, 
said: ‘Tsaw.Dr Norvin Green and Gonoral 
Eckert to-day and have made all the no- 
coasatr atrangements, T-undarstand that 
the States Department in Washington hn 
made similnr arrangements, That fact 
shows how ‘unreliable the old route was, 
even to the Enited States Government. 
Now the Embassy will feel mora secure 
in its communications with our Govern- 
tment, aud that is a source of great comfort 
and satiafnetion.’ 

‘Had you nu othee purpose in visiting 
Now York ? asked the correspondont. 

“Well yea, I had, though it is a matter 
on which I cannot enlighten you just now, 
but I don’t mind saying that I am.in com- 
munication with a certain firm in this city 
which has tarze trading interests with Corea, 
The result of our conference will greatly re- 
dound to the benoit of Corea and enlarge 
the commerce of cur country. We find a 
growing intereat in the United States con- 
cerning Corea, Wer rich gold mines have 
attracted attention on the Pacific Coaat. 
Somo capitalists of California who under- 
stand gold mining are quite anxious to in- 
veat in the development of our gold re- 
aources, They havo already asked for con- 
evasion in that direction, and, as the 
privileges are fair and advantageous for 
Corea, Ihave no doubt they will be granted 
in dua time. These Californians announce 
their readiness to begin operations at once, 
which is, of course, an inducsment, 

‘ Corea’s geographical position,’ said the 
Joctor, ‘is such that Russia is bound to 
maintain its independence, for should the 
Chinese goin corstrot it would mean that Great 
Britain was the real contrelling power. That 
would be anteonistic to Russian interests.

Tharaday, October 18, 
HIGHWAY Lonseny, 

An Pinu and Ha Kaw Hi were ehargod 
with robbery trom tho person with violenco 
at Tai Shek Ku, British Kowloon. . 

The jurora wero:—Messra J. AL da 
Luz, K. A. Sodka, J. Ulhaann, F. A. dos 
Romedios, C. A. G. Platt, Charles Grant 
and A. Hi, Lightwood. , 

The Attorney General said that on the 
7th September » Chinoso trader, in com- 
pauy with o friend, was returning from 
Yau-ina-ti to Kowloon City. The trader 
had in his possession Tle. 26, which he had 
obtained from tho sale of his goods. -In his 
money bag thoro wore also a aillc jacket and 
some sundry articles. On the road from 
Yau-ma-ti to Kowloon City, nt tho-placo 
called Tai Shek Ku, the trnder nnd his 
friend mot two men who aaid to them * you 
must net go on.’ ‘then other tre men (the 
prisoners) came from bohiad, one of whom 
put his arma round tho traderand the other 
round his friend, Tho four men took the 
trader and hia friend to a ravine. Thera 
they ticd thy two complainants’ hands be- 
hind their backs, and their feet, puta gag 
in their mouths, and atripped the trader 
of all ho possesned, Aftor they bad loft the 
trader managod tv free his feet and went 
to the main road, where ho got aman to 
free his hands. He then wont back and 
freod his friend. The matter was then re- 
ported to the police. The two prisoners 
were afterwards arrested by the polica, and 
he identified them as the mea wha cam 
upon bim from behind. a 

The evidence of ‘several witnesses Was 
heard, 

Tho jary found the men guilty. 

His Lordship, in passing suntence on 
them, said—This is as bad a casa as I 
Tbavesven. Luckily you have aot inyured 
thia man very much, but you showed your- 
selves to be a pair of very determined 
scvundrels. You deliberately tiod these 
two mon up and left them‘on the hill. side, 
where they might have romainod for a long 
time before being relieved. — Luckily one 
man yot his feet releasud aud was able to 
go and get the aasistance of another man to 
Jvosen his hands and then returned oud 
freed hia companion, Thoro can be no 
doubt in any one’s mind who listened both 
to the vvidence and to the yueations put by 
you to the witnesses that you are tho very 
men whe did this act. I must muke an ox- 
ample of you. I mnt try and auppreas this 
clisa of crimo in order that honest traders 
returning from the Colony may be allowed to 
go in peace inatead of being waylaid, beaten 
and tied up by scoundrels on'the look ont for 
prey of this sort. The sentence of the Court 
isthat, you. by imprisoned for threo yours 
with hard labour_and receive two floguings 
of 26 strokea each within tho first six 
months.

taining small monoy of the value of 20 odd 
cents and thres pawn-ticketa in Praya West 
on the 16th inst. 

Witnesses were called, who proved that 
as. San Leng ‘Tui waa walking along 
Praya West near Jardine’s Wharf, the 
day before yesterday, he was set upon 
by two mn, one of whom, the pri- 
Boner, caught him by the queue and ent 
awoy his purse. Ono of thu men cacaped, 
but the sttacked man followed the other 
calling out ‘thief.’ An Indian Constable 
joined in the chase and arrested the robber, 
who threw away a purse and a knife on 
being cunght: Se re te 

The jury found the prisoner guilty. 

His Lordship said the prisoner had con 
fesaed his: guilt the other day at the Ma: 
gistracy, but had ‘avidently changed his 
mind since then, He found that Ho had 
been twicw convicted before the Magistrate, 
On one cecasion prisoner was sentenced to 
one yeur's imprisonment for the larceny of 
12 guld earrings. On the socond occasion 
he was sentenced to six months for the Inr. 
ceny of a few juckots. Clearly his charactor 
of a thief was very well settled. Now he 
was convicted of this highway robbery, 
The sentence of the Cuurt was two yeaa!

*avrganut, whose evidonca was vory use- 
ful, os from its. strictly corresponding it 
was cortainly not madotp by them. -Therd 
was alao ¢ little silver-smith's npprentisa 
ouly 14 yoara old ; this boy was empluyad 
in a shop ot Hut-pu Shi, and his master on 
joining the Kolao Sccrot Socisty.took him 
with him, gavo hima letter anda dagger, 
and sent him homo to his father, au 
mothor to tell them that now ho had joined 
the Hui, thoy nocd have no’ further 
woxisty about their daily rico; that scon 
there would ba s groat rebellion, and they 
should lay their plans and bo.ready. when, 
it came, Tho hoy was intercepted by the 
agonta of the Goverament, while on thig 
errand, and his father and mother quickly 
heuriag’ the news came weeping to Nan- 
ch'ang Fu, and‘ssying that of four gonorm- 
tiona this Jad. was the laat and only deseoh- 
dant, and hind boon inveiglud’ ‘into’ ‘the 
conapiragy through his ignoranés. “Anothor 
prisoner was o tailor who worked for judk 
and sampun won, and against whom no 
true evidonco was fortheoming. All of 
then declared that they wero not acquaint 
ed with oneancthor. “ThoNan-ch'aug Pre- 
foct Tani Oh‘un-ti intends recommending 
the relouso of the tailor aud the ‘boy, aa it. 
is not their fault which has brought them 
int trouble. The other six have no bopo 
of cscaping from speedy decapitation. At 
Jui-chow Pa thero wore alarming rumours 
afloat about thrde weeks ago ; a4 at Hui-pu 
Sh, whore the row wos. expeoted, very 
insolent brigand proclamations’ . weto 
placarded in the streets, Thrae brigands 
were captured there, and at once boheaded, 
to quiet the district, On 29th Septomber 
a brigand was forwardod from.Shang,kao 
Hien. This man was cook to a monastery 
in the Mony-shan Bills, where ha waa cap- 
tured by tho military, a crowd :of’mon 
making thoir escapo and leaving him alone 
in the building. He was. severely quea- ” 
tioned, and stated that the head pricst 
could travel 1,000 2 in a day, and kept up 
communications between the scattered fray. 
monts of tho band ; that sovoral hundreds 
of them used the jois-house os a meeting 
place at night, and thhthe know nothing 
about their proceedings os ho only cooked 
for them. ‘Twenty-four brigatid sesls, atid 
soveral yollow flags, wore also capturdd
